Yesterday we gave a description of
Mavence, by which one Hank of the Prussian
army in Its pew position is placed in security.

Prussia, anxious Lo create a navy, and without
a suitable spot of her own, bought this same
Inhde in 1854, on the strength of the old French
surveys (the only ones then in existence), for
the sum of 500, thalers from the Duchy of
Oldenburg, to which it then belonged. After
thorough and exhausting surveys, Prussia finally,
about four years later (in 1858), commenced to
build and fortily a marine harbor on the largest
scale, and hus ever since, and in spite of the
creptest ditlieulties, pushed her work forward,
50 that it is now very near completion.

The basins are large and capable of floating a
fleet of the largest iron-clads. The fortifications
are extensive, and the barracks already built
and building will comfortably accommodate a
respectable army. Two of the greatest draw-
backs of this establishment are the want of good
water, and the circumstance that the ebb tide
falls fully twelve feet, thus preveniing the
largest size men-of-war from entering the har-
bor at all except at high tide. The chanuel is
also diffienlt, but that, in time of war and as an
additional meaus of defense, is rather desirable
than otherwise, France will make her fleet
blockading the mouth of the Weser and that of
the Elbe near by stmnﬁ enongh not only to
effect, this purpose but also to keep in check
any number of war vessels the Prussians may
